neighborhood gets elementary education

one precious decade, quiet 
neighborhood Roslindale sent its 
children small elementary 
school Hyde Park Avenue, just north 
Cummins Highway. this community 
one-, two-, and three-family houses, 
where white- and blue-collar families live 
thé same side the street, the Jennie 
Loitman Barron School became prized 
and thoroughly unexpected possession.

But early 1969, amid 
growing citizen opposition the con- 


struction plans, Governor Francis 
Sargent decided kill the highway and 
let the neighborhoods live. Three months 
after the state retreated, the city cast its 
eye unobtrusive but modern build- 
ing Hyde Park Avenue owned the 
F.W. Faxon Company, growing sub- 
scription agency. The city using its power 
eminent domain, took the structure, 
and for $240,000 school was born. 

The Barron does not look like most 
the other elementary schools operated 
the Boston School Department. Only one 
story high, with new brick and glass 
doors, the school appeared more like the 
business concern once was.

Just 
the same, most the credit for the 
Boston punch must Dwight Evans, 
who suddenly became outstanding 
clutch hitter. His two-out, two-run 
homer against Cleveland September 
was merely the most dramatic example 
what Evans had done all year. filled 
the offensive void left Carlton Fisk 
more effectively than anyone the Red 
Sox organization could have hoped. 

fact, Evans’s success perhaps the 
best example how Ralph Houk led the 
Red Sox. From the start spring train- 
ing, Houk praised Evans, and gave him 
every important offensive role manager 
could think of. And golly, wishing 
made so: Evans responded with his best 
year the big leagues. 

Whether because Houk’s urgings 
their own happy discovery, the Red 
Sox reaffirmed the old notion that hitting 
contagious. abnormal amount 
their wins featured big innings five 
runs more, six, seven, eight 
consecutive batters would tear into any 
pitching offered. The two most 
memorable rallies the seven-run, two- 
out eighth inning against the Yankees 
September and the eight-run seventh the 
next week against the Brewers were 
culminated home runs noted 
Rick Miller and Gary Allenson. 
Watching the blast, Haywood 
Sullivan could offer explanation but, 

much for the technical assessments. 
They are highly premature anyway, since 
the wise writer saves that kind 
analysis for his spring-training columns. 
Besides, the technical side the 1981 
Boston Red Sox was many ways the 
least important. 

What mattered most this year, think, 
was that the Red Sox, for the first time 
some years, came look winning 
fun, not grim labor needed stave 
off criticism and ridicule. Not 
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surprisingly, they were able 
play far better September base- 
ball than the clubs preceding 
years. Even Yastrzemski, not 
noted for happy-go-lucky ap- 
proach the game, told all and 
sundry during the last few weeks 


the season that this was the 


most fun had baseball 
many years. 

Well, you can believe that win- 
ning fun only you believe the 
game fun begin with. Ralph 
Houk believes that with all his 
soul, and his ability cajole, 
humor, hypnotize his 
charges into sharing his faith 
why the 1981 Red-Sox were 
aesthetic triumph despite their 
failure win any the various 
trophies handed out Bowie 
Kuhn. The sour smell failure 
that hung about the 1980 Red Sox 
was replaced endearing, 
slightly goofy optimism, one that 
had way captivating by- 
standers. was fun the 
park this year. There are worse 
epitaphs for baseball teams.

the season shifts out the warm and dry the cool 
and wet, the produce shifts right along. The summer 
fruit-and-vegetable season ends the new fall stocks 
begin arrive. 

The lack August rain the Northeast had 
immediate retarding effect variety native 
vegetables, especially corn. did have some nice rains 
mid-September, but for many summer crops these 
rains were too little too late. the other leaf, the rain 
gave needed spark the fall crops broccoli, 
cauliflower, Brussels sprouts, spinach. Unfortunately, 
the water table our region still down, which 
problematic for the long haul, especially for the 
orchards that need good supply water well under 
the surface, for the fields that need good ground 
moisture for spring planting, and for the cranberry 
bogs that need water for growth, protection against 
frost, and harvesting. 

This transition period, full change, get 
right into the news the fall harvests. 


Fruit 

Apples are the number-one produce item the 
terms dollars generated. fact, this country 
produces one-quarter the world’s supply apples. 
And now that heat has passed, supplies are 
showing their characteristic crunch and crispness. 
also improving enter the cool season, 
the time the major harvest pull. 

The signs coming from the local orchards this year, 
however, are not good. Crop yields are way down from 
last year some places much percent. The 
late frost had back May arrived just the apple 
trees were blooming, and knocked hole our apple 
crop the extent which was not fully known until 
now. 

The late-summer drought didn’t any good either. 
Water helps fruit size up; without it, fruit size 
retarded. This crop, then, small both size 
apples. Add even worse crop 
Canadian apples Quebec salvaged only 
percent its crop and you can understand why 
Canadian apple processors are streaming down here, 
pushing demand and price for apples already 
short supply. 

Still, right now have quite nice selection New 
England apples choose from. the more than 200 
varieties, eur region grows commercially good dozen. 
Almost everything has begun move into market 
except Delicious, which for another week will 


coming primarily from North Carolina. have the 


favorite with its distinctive flavor; the 
good-cooking Cortlands, Romes, and Rhode Island 
Greenings; the speckled Baldwins, which used the 
favorite storage apple before new warehousing 
techniques were developed; and depending where 
you shop, Jonathans and Northern Spys. couple 
weeks native Golden Delicious which unlike West 
Coast apples had all its speckles bred out will 
arriving, along with its cousin the Red Delicious, 
America’s favorite apple. The first the season can 
rather disappointing for Red Delicious: though crisp, 
neither the locals nor the ones from out West have 
much flavor, they need little time storage 
sugar up. Your best bet wait until the Macs are 
fading before moving heavily into the Delicious. 
Remember that all varieties apples outside our 
region are waxed. Just another reason patronize local 


produce. And for those you who want get into the 


middle it, there are many apple orchards where you 
can pick you own. Just head west from Boston, and 
bound come across orchards or, for the more 
laid-back types, farm stands where the picking has 
already been done. But you wait too long: the 
season short this year, and many orchards will 
finished the third week October. 

Pears are also streaming into the market. The 
Bartletts have such quick season that local supplies 
are already fading, and West Coast Bartletts will 
following their heels couple weeks. Native 
Bosc pears are moving right behind the Bartletts, and 
since the crop looks strong, supplies will hold well 
through Thanksgiving. The Bosc pear dirty brown 
color, and though bit expensive, has quite nice 
flavor. course, the native Boscs are better-tasting 
than the West Coast offerings, even they are not 
uniform size and shape. 

Citrus should continue miserable through the 
month. Though the Florida grapefruit crop begins 
hit market around mid-month, are long way from 
the peak, both supply and flavor. far 
oranges are concerned, still receiving the dregs 
from last California Valencia crop. Not much 
bother with here until Florida begins its orange 
harvest, which until well into 
November. Early tangelos will start toward the 
end October, but, geez, are they horrible. Like all 
early citrus, tasteless, watery, and bitter. 

The best deal citrus still the lime. should 
remain fairly inexpensive through Thanksgiving and 
may even last into mid-winter, though there are too 
many variables for predict its holding power now. 
Lemons, however, will maintain their expensive price 


level, even though the new Florida crop moving 
replace the Californias. 

October the last month for seedless grapes, 
expect prices rise. have the plump and tasty 
red, green, and purple seed grapes least through 
Christmas, and, usual, better prices than those the 
seedless for. 

Local harvests cranberries have started. These 
early varieties should purchased for daily use only, 
not for storage. Later November, able 
pick good ones for freezing and canning. Prices 
should continue run more expensive than last year, 
because the lack sufficient water and because the 
processors are taking such large chunk out the crop 
now that cranberries have become part the 
American diet. 

The end summer means the end the season for 
nectarines (which ended quite abruptly couple 
weeks ago), peaches and plums (which dribbled 
until the end September), and mangoes (which seem 
appear and disappear throughout the year). The only 
remaining signs summer are the melons, and though 
cantaloupes and especially honeydews will around 
October, they have already peaked. 

Avocados are still good deal, and though the tasty 
and cheap California Haas fading, Florida supplies 
are moving quickly pick the slack. The 
Tonnage avocado the best Florida avocado out now; 
dark green, slightly bumpy, and, living its 
name, good size. But with size going up, expect prices 
the same. 


Vegetables 


October still good time pick local 
vegetables. The New England cauliflower crop, from 
Long Island Maine, looks excellent. These vegetables 
survived the summer sun with their leaves tied over 
their-heads, and now the cool weather tightening 
the clusters. Expect good-quality supplies. 

Local growers have been planting more acres 
broccoli, but still you find the supermarket. 
Try the farm stands and food co-ops. 

Brussels sprouts are starting up, though their peak 
about month away. easy way tell local 
sprouts from Californias: locals tend sell the whole 
knobby stem just too damn expensive cut those 
little sprouts 

This cool weather also good time for spinach, 
Swiss chard, kale, and other leafy vegetables. 

The characteristic fall crops are now beginning 
move into market. Winter squash, the basic ones being 
butternut and acorn, are down their seasonal low 
prices. Pumpkins are in, and since most farmers try 
move them Halloween, there should some good 
buys around. And plenty Indian and 
strawberry corn and decorative gourds. 

Two good root crops beets and carrots will 
around for while. Beets are good deal because you 
get two vegetables the greens and the root. Native 
supplies will supplemented New Jersey. There are 
also plenty good native carrots, even some organic 
ones. Watch out for the commercial they 
love California stocks. But California carrots are too 
expensive, for Canadian you can’t find local 
supplies. 

The growing process has started slow down for 
local peppers and eggplants. Less sun and cooler 
temperatures are retarding the ripening process, 
getting more supplies from Texas and 
California. The difference that the commercial 
peppers are green, whereas locals are red mixed red 
(indicating season that’s ending). 

There are also few local tomatoes left, but mostly 
back California no-taste varieties. 

Zucchini and yellow squash the delicate ones are 
traveling back south passing through New 
Jersey now. The problem here that they are erratic. 
shift growing areas, supplies stop and start, and 
nobody knows when the season will finally stop 
maybe next week, maybe not until the end fall. 

The news potatoes isn’t good. Much the Maine 
crop was damaged heavy August rains, which 
washed away the earth and exposed the potatoes 
sunlight. Full harvest not until mid-October; 
know more then. 

The onion harvest Michigan and New York 
under way, but, again, won’t know whether this 
high price for onions will drop any until the 
whole harvest later the month. 

Celery, also coming out Michigan and New York, 
running very good, which means that price nice 
and low. 

The last item one that been anxiously awaiting 
news for year now. Peanuts. Remember last 
disastrous loss the crop drought and the 
subsequent tripling prices? Well, now close 
this year’s verdict. Harvest under way and will 
completed mid-October. Word that it’s not bad 
crop, but apparently many plants never fully recovered 
from last year, supply probably very 
strong, and price, consequently, drop much. 

The drama fall harvest the combination 
excitement from gathering crops, many them for the 
first time this year, with the anxiety that any time 
October killer frost may blow in, reducing yields 
substantially. But then, this drama one more reason 
why fall such exciting season.

Until August, state law prohibited li- 
stores from offering any alcoholic 
beverage imbibed the premises 
free otherwise. how the law dis- 
tinguished liquor stores from bars. But 
state Representative Daniel Pokaski 
thought consumers were getting raw 
deal having select blindly from 
wide and frequently changing variety 

was sick and tired buying wine 
and not knowing what was 
Pokaski said. filed legislation that 
would allow consumers sample wine 
without having purchase the bottle. 

The new law does not force liquor 
stores offer tastings. Nor does give 
you the right decide which sam- 
ple. don’t walk into your corner 
package store and demand taste from 
$30 bottle. The law does, however, afford 
you the opportunity broaden your 
knowledge trying varieties you 
otherwise buy. Since went 
into effect August 21, retail liquor 
shops throughout the state have been 
offering wine tastings get your 
business. 

The new law requires only that the 
wines sampled available for

prises. John Updike, chatting the 

New York Times 1971 about his 
Rabbit novels, revealed that next in- 
stallment, ten years from now, expect 
call Rural Rabbit.... The fourth and 
last, come out 1991 all live, 
tentatively titled Rabbit Rich. Nice, 
huh?” Very nice. what happened? 
From Rabbit, Run (1960) and Rabbit Re- 
dux (1971), leap Rabbit Rich 
(Knopf, 467 pp., $13.95), with the 
alliteration Harry Angstrom 
roaring down the breakneck railroad 
his life now split. time speeding 
for Updike, now and counting? 
was that rural route nothing but 
dreamed detour, too easy escape? Per- 
haps was the decade that 
squeezed into the acronym. The 
Rabbit books, after all, float era 
like baby amniotic fluid, drawing 
their sustenance therefrom. Rabbit 
Rich Harry Angstrom lives nation 


gone sour: Skylab falling; the fate 


hostages handcuffs president; just 
down the road from Harry’s home town 
Brewer, Pennsylvania, Three Mile 
Island leaks invisible death. wonder 
Harry’s values are bit cockeyed: Rab- 
bit Run believed God, Rabbit Re- 
dux, America; but Rabbit Rich 
believes his bankbook. 

Rabbit really rich, earning close

Rabbit, Run Harry 
leaves Janice; Rabbit Redux Janice 
leaves Harry. Rabbit Redux young 
woman named Jill unexpectedly joins the 
household; Rabbit Rich young 
woman named Melanie.

This 
novel which next nothing happens, 
which smashed fender the height 
mayhem and secret pregnancy the 
depths mystery. Many will find dull, 
gingerbread fence enclosing vacant 
lot. Such highly filigreed prose often 
works better when writing fact than fic- 
tion (consider Carlyle Chateau- 
briand), and for all his storytelling tal- 
ent, Updike’s true vocation, suspect, 
critic. Picked-Up Pieces, that playful 
pup book, remains his best. But Up- 
dike wouldn’t agree, and might 
grateful for that.

Traitor prophet?

nder ordinary circumstances the 
achievements Thomas Sowell, 
noted black economist/histori- 
an/educator and current senior fellow 
the Hoover Institute Stanford, would 
applauded blacks and whites alike. 
After all, his credentials include PhD 
economics from the University Chi- 
teaching stints black, women’s, 
and predominantly white colleges, the 
authorship books and numerous ar- 
ticles such publications Newsweek 
and the Washington Post, and position 
the president’s Council Economic 
Advisers. 

Instead, Sowell has been savagely at- 
tacked many civil-rights leaders; his 
motives have been questioned, and his 
allegiance his race has been challenged. 
raging within black circles that rivals the 
early 20th-century battle between Booker 
Washington and Dr. W.E.B. DuBois 
over direction and strategy within the 
Labels being what they 
are, one could call Sowell conservative, 
for sure he’s not traditionalist who 
embraces the tactics used black leaders 
the post-Brown-vs.-Topeka era. The 
bulk his writing over the past 
including current books Markets and 
Minorities and Ethnic America, criticizes 
and downgrades some central beliefs 
long-held many black advocates, es- 
pecially the notion that black progress 
has resulted only through government in- 
tervention behalf minorities. Sowell 
has tackled civil-rights fighters many 
fronts principally economics but also 
cultural history and even education 
with his largely autobiographical Black 
Education: Myths and Tragedies (1972). 
his view, many individuals acting 
leaders are only the descendants 
sheltered, light-skinned, privileged elite, 
distanced from the masses they claim 
represent and pushing policies such 
affirmative action, school busing, and 
open housing that their constituencies 
neither desire nor benefit from. 
said recently Meet the Press, 
response question citing his 
differences with Vernon Jordan and Ben- 
jamin Hooks, “The difference between 
and those civil-rights leaders you 
mention that have financial stake 
what say while they have vested in- 
terest maintaining policies not 
work and don’t help those they’re intend- 
This type unblinking attack 
the personal motivations those who 
seemingly derive little tangible benefit 
from their work, coupled with near- 
reverence for the free-enterprise system, 
causes critics react him with 
noticeable contempt. 

Until this year, the bulk Sowell’s 
writing treated economic issues, prin- 
cipally the notion that unrestricted

Ultimately, Sowell minimizes the im- 
pact racism social achievement, 
something many blacks cannot stomach. 
points the establishment fine 
homes and successful businesses free 
blacks Philadelphia during the 19th 
century; critics point massive riots 
mistreatment blacks. Sowell, race 
only one dynamic process that 
depends far more cultural values than 
color consciousness.

Woman, which director Karel Reisz and screenwriter 
Harold Pinter were determined justice the 
book that they analyzed the life right out it.

the reader. And yet the story does work, because Fowles 
uses place the reader inside Victorian’s skin. With 
generous epigraphs, discursive essays, and pithy asides, 
Fowles elucidates the Victorian life and mentality: the 
boredom and repression, the compartmentalized feelings, 
the hegemony appearances. Charles, been in- 
fluenced the recent theories Darwin, considers 
himself progressive man and Sarah kindles 
him awareness the hypocrisies and mediocrities 
that have governed his life. Under her influence, his 
feelings and impulses begin take priority over social 
convention. Nor this purely Platonic romance. 
Charles and Sarah develop something unusual for Vic- 
torian times relationship based lust and also 
respect and eventually Charles decides break his 
engagement. Throughout, Fowles’s quizzical voice com- 
ments the story; even shares his dilemma over how 
resolve it, and supplies three Reading The 
French Lieutenant’s Woman like being taken through 
Thomas Hardy novel lively, jovial college professor. 
Enter serious, inscrutable Harold Pinter adapt 
novel.
